1,880,000 acres. 
Of this area at the 
time of the flood there were about 503- 
000 acres under cultivation, 389,001) acres 
being in cotton, 124,400 acres in corn, 
10,800 acres in sugarcane and 28,000 
acres in other crops with a total produc­ 
tion in sight equivalent to about $7,- 
950,000. 
Although nearly 90 per cent of the 
total lose ooenrred in the destruction or 
injnry to growing crops, the damage to 
farm property and the louses of live­ 
stock, etc., amount to the large sum of 
$841,000. The land itself is damaged by 
washing and gullying to the extent of 
over $200,000, but of this loss about one-! 
half is offset by the increased future 
production necessary from the alluvial 
deposit left by the flood.
